New Yoekj Nov. 29.— A oablonrana 
aays: The liberal coUapae is variously ox- 
plainedi ' Tory papers talk incoaaaiitly of 
"a toiy reaction. " But this ia noiiaeiiso; 

Thu .awL-nping 
defeata of the libunila in L jiidon and 
Lancashire ara entirely due to thu Parnoll- 
ite vote, to the unequallud perfection of 
its organization, and to the frantic energy 
of the Irish leaders and the rank and tile.

With incredible igiior- 
anoe, also, tUo toriea turned to and de- 
feated land reform candidates in Scotland, 
obiisidering that they were thereby de- 
feating Parnell, when, the fact is Parnell 
^hiid refuaed to liave any doaliiiga with tho 
land restorers, 

BHADLAmm'S INIKNTIONS. ' 

-In an interview Gharlea H. Bradlaogh, 

member elect for NorthainptoHj said: 

"PeraoniiUy , I believe that I stand a Viet- 
ter chance of beiiiL; permitted to take luy 
seat under tho tory goveniiuent, which ia 
likely to remain in power, than I ever 
would have under Gladstone's cabinet. 
My sympathy for Gladstone has tied my 
hands, and 1 frei|uently snuffed myself 
out to avuid hariiimi; his piriy. I have 
no reason to aparo tlio tnry gdvurnmeut. 
I am able, to bring agiiinst it every kind 
of weapon. Hitherin my display hua been 
peacefully made in Traf.ilgitr aquaro."

THE GLOBE AND ITS WICKED 
SES8. 

Tho Miinitobaii of racoiit date has a 
capital artioltf on the rocenf-ly -devolopod 
policy of tho Globo which hits tlio nail so 
iic(unroly on tho head that we cauiiot help 
trauaferriiig it bodily to those oolumas. 
Very little interest has boon taken in 
federal politics by British Columbians 
heretofore; but tha ;ime is approaching 
when party liuca will bii drawn, and -the 
men who plut against the integrity of tho 
nation must be f;iven to 'Jiideratand in 
uninistakcabln toiiijs that British Colum- 
bia will stand loyally by the union and 
the pactjr that has done so inaob for tho 
Dominion and the province. The iitti- 
tude of tho Globe in endouvoring to trade 
upon tho fancied dialoyalty of French 
Cauadiaua is disgraceful; and will, we 
feel sure, meet with tho reprobation of its 
partisans in its own province, Horo is 
what, the IManitoban has to say: The 
Toronto Globe has won a fait; and reason- 
able amount of public contempt, but it is 
not content. It wants tn bocuuio utterly 
dospicablo. It is in a fair way to attain 
the height of its ambition, It is con- 
trolled and nianagiid by men >vlu) would 
rnn a country weekly into the yruund in a 
fuw months, uud it speaks for a party 
wltich has already ran itdslf not only into 
tho ground, but into a cellar of unknown 
doplh. Poor old Globe! How tho spirit 
of Gooryo Brown must chafe, even in tho 
dim beyond, if wa can imagine the de- 
parted taking any interest in sublunary 
aflkirs, at the fatal weaknosa which has 
oome' over the mighty or^an which ho 
once manipulated with so much effect! 
How grimly the brother who succeeded 
hira only to be aacriDced to the stupidity 
and bumptiousne.'is of a horde of pij^mios 
auoli aa those who now attempt to wield 
tho'Globe, must smile aa ha aits quietly by 
and takoa his daily till of revenge! I'ho 
Globe only becomes impressive now-a-daya 
over auoh stirring national qaestions aa 
, the number and coat of oiir high comrais- 
sioner's spoons. It takes the Sunday 
milk can, the sinfulness of drill in schools, 
" or the remembrance of that beautiful old 
adage, "Try, try again," to' atir it to 
rool nl'ifjuenco and force. On ordinary 
political questions tho (riobo is utterly 
incapable of rising above mere narrow- 
minded'malignity and potty spitefiilnesa. 
Its course with regard to the Riel atfair 
has been simply disfijustint; . We can use 
no other word. It has not had tlio ingen- 
uity to make even a fair attempt to cun- 
oaal ita mean dishonesty. It has carefully 
refrained from taking ground cither fur 
or against Kiel. It has studiously and 
conspicuously hold itself in readiness to 
aasail the-govertirasnt whatever their de- 
cision might bo. Had Kiel been par- 
doned, or had his sontenoo boon com- 
mutod on any pretext whatever, the Globe 
would hav&appoaled to the Orangemen of 
Ontario. in its own weak, driveling, sick- 
ening style. Biel has had tho sentence 
■of the law with regard to Him carried out, 
> SB in the judgment of all intelligent men 
it should have been, and now the CJlobo 
is "oavoorting" iirouiid the Frencii as 
gameaomely as (hough tlioy were not a 
people with whom sham sympathy is par- 
ticularly unlikely to go down. Commeut- 
ing on the recent demonstrutions in vari- 
ous parts of Quebec, this precious organ 
of a diaoreditod faction and mouthpiece 
of a raean-apiritod clique siiys: 

"Tho demonstration of Quebec is sim- 
ply a domonstriition against the ministers, 
but should the people ot Ontario nut 
l[eoognize the justice of that demonstra- 
tion, should they not join in the demon- 
stration to punish the wretches who have 
brought the country to this pass, should 
they not sternly hold tho cabinet to ac- 
count for negligence in blundering, plun- 
derinRB and blood-guiltiness, should they 
not unite tha races again by joining with 
the French to put' down the state crim- 
inals, even as the French joined tho Eng- 
lish to put down the rebels, then the per- 
manent antagonism between the people 
will have boon established, and the Do- 
minion has entered on hopeless days. The 
respousibility is with tho English pro- 
vinces. It rests on Ontario in particular. 
The desire of Q iobec is not for revenge, 
but simply that full juatico way be con- 
summated. A hearty union of both 
provinces to punish the mllofactors in 
office is the only course by which Canada 
can bo saved." 

In other words, the Globe noiy holds, 
although it had not the spirit or courage 
to say 80 before, that Kiel should not have 
been hanged, tiiat tho cabinet u'liich per- 
mitted the law to take its coiirae with re- 
gard to him should bo severely punisliod. 
The Globe is welcome to this opinion. It 
will get'few to agree with it, outside its 
own office and the Bouse ranks. The 
verdict uf Canada is that, in leaving Riel 
to his fate, tha government did well. The 
Globe is us harmless as a aorpent biting a 
file, whoi) it attempts to prejudice tho 
people against tho administration on this 
matter. The bid of tho Globe for the 
support of Quebec for the faction which 
Mr. Blake loads, and for which it appro- 
priitoly speaks, ia, of course, palpable. 
But it will have been made in vain. 
French conservatives have nothing in 
CDnnnon with the reformers. They have 
always despised that ao-callud party. Af- 
ter the course which the Globe has pur- 
sued with regard to the Riel matter, thay 
will hereafter despisQ them more thorough- 
ly than ever, if that be possible. Even, 
theireforei if . Quebec entertained ideas of 
forsaking' Sir- John', her reprcsentativea 
would ha Ve too much self respect to go 
over to Mr. Blake, But the}' entertain 
no such idea. . They know that free and 
ample justice was done in tho case of 
^ielapd,thattbe;uuitnio'of tlte law could 
not be" interfered with. All the alleged 
outcry from Quebec comer from the rouge 
element and ia re-echoed by their reform 
allies, Quebec is as loyal to confedera- 
tion and Sir John to-day. as^she has, ever 
been.

Amicus and Tra<Ie Diversion. 

To THE Editor:— Your friend Amicus 
has again written to tho Daily Times aHd 
repeated his prognostication that when 
the G. P. R. ia in running order tho im- 
port trade of Victoria will be diverted to 
Coal Harbor. Although his letter is des- 
titute of data, probably because ho has 
none from which to draw such a -conclu- 
sion, it is perhaps not well to lot it pass 
without brief commont. 

In reply to Amicus' lirat letter 1 point- 
ed out to him, among other things, that 
more than three fourths of the imports 
into Victoria would not bo affected by tho 
opening of the 0. P. railway, as they do 
not come overland, but byshipafrom Eng- 
land and from foreign places. This, 
Amicus asserts, "ia ajmero assumption, and 
rests upon nothing better than an ab.'surd- 
ity," and ho contends that "when the 0. 
P. R, is running that if their rates will bo 
anything like Mr. Van Horne gave us to 
understandthey would be then, and if they 
can land freight in Victoria in fifteen days 
time from Liverpool, aa they have already 
done, tlinn all, or nearly all, the Engli.sh 
goods will oome by that way, for the aim- 
plo reason that it will not pay tha im- 
porter to bring them any other way." I 
muat confess that wlien I read this what 
most impressed me about Amicus was the 
absence of any connection between his 
ifs and his conclusion.s. Take the most 
important "if," viz., the rate of freight to 
be charged by tho C. P. railway. What 
Van Horne in substance stated at his in- 
terview with the board of trade was that 
the ratea of freight would be the same aa 
tho Northern PaoiGc railway, and the 
reason given for not reducing rates was 
that if tho C. P. R. mad^j a cut tho N. P. 
II. would moot it with as groat a reduc- 
tion, and the ofiect of such a policy would 
be detrimental to the company, which was 
to bo run on strictly commercial principles. 
Sucli being tho situation, it is evident that 
only such goods i's now come by rail over 
tho Northern PaoiUc can come by rail 
over the Canadian Pacific, and tliat goods 
now coming by sliip will ountinuo to come 
as heretofore. The reason of thia is, of 
course, tho much lower rates by water 
than by rail. For tho information of 
Amicus, I mention that tho rate on Eng- 
lish goods by steamer from Liverpool to 
Montreal ia abput ono pound bovoii shil- 
lings and sixpence, and by rail from Mon- 
treal to Victoria two dollars and ton cejil.s 
per hundred pounds, or u total freight of 
about ten pounds per ton. By sailing 
vessel from London to Victoria the rate 
is between two and three pounds per ton, 
and freight has recently been brought by 
ship from I;iverpool to San Francisco and 
thoiicoby steamer to Victoria for £2 per ton . 
Aa tlie 0. P. R. rates are to bo the 
same as the N. P. R., or about 10 per 
ton, and by ship the ratea are only from 
£'2 to £3 ipor ton, "Amicus" must see 
that he talks like an ignoramus when he 
says that "it will not pay to bring them 
any other w,-iy than by the 0. P. R," 
With regard to "Amicus'" second "if" 
of fifteen days from Liverpool tho aamo 
Cnii bo done by the N. P. R. if goods are 
sent by e.'cpress train; but even "Amicus" 
is surely aware that fast freight is charged 
at far higher rates than alow freight, so 
thore ia nothing in that, as the saving of 
interest in time ia simply nowhere com- 
pared with tho extra cost of carriage. 
Among the many silly assertions made 
by "Amicus" perhaps the silliest 
is, that whatever English and ^Canadian 
goods come over the 0. P. R. for con- 
sumption on the mainland will be, be- 
yond question, distributed from that 
point — Goal Harbor 1 As moat Canadian 
goods are ordered from samples aiiown by 
tha commission houses in Victoria, and 
the goods are sent direct from the eastern 
manufacturer to the purobaser, it is 
clearly iionsonsicM for "Amicus" to say 
that goods from oastern Canada sent by 
G. P. R for Kamloopa and oilier main- 
land ports will pass their destination and 
go to Coal Harbor just to bo sent back 
again. 

Ill my opinion Ccal Harbor has but a 
poor chance of becoming a distributing 
point for English and Canadian goods. I 
think its future depends more upon the 
dovelopment'of ita lumber resources and 
its herring fisheries; but as "Amicus" 
correctly remarks, prognpslicatibns can 
bo left for time to determine. W. W.

London, Qec. 1. — A summary of re- 
sults of the elections thus far held show 
that 191 liberals, 174 toriea and 35 Par- 
nellites have been returned. 

Sixty-six county divi.iiniia voted to-day. 
The votes will ho counted to'morrow. 
The balance of the parties continues so 
close that the ultimate reault will be un- 
certain until Friday, by which time most 
of the counties .will have voted. Con- 
servative agents report that they are con- 
fident of 25 majority. The Parnellite 
vote in Dublin was immenso, being L'3,- 
772, against a conservative vote of 4,470 
and a liberal vote of 15,170. 

Dnnux, Doc. 1. — UrLMit enthuaiaain 
was diaplayed here to-night upon the an- 
nouncement of the result uf the election 
in this city. Messrs. Sullivan and Har- 
rington made speeches in which they ex- 
hortod the populace to preserve peace. A 
procession of nationalists was funned and 
inarched through tiiu principal streets, 
some of the paraders carrj'iiig placards 
being the election roturna. A iiumbBr uf 
American fiags were also carried in the 
line. As they paaasd along tiie procea- 
aionists aung "God Save Ireland" and 
guvo rou3iiig chuera for iiatioiialiat candi- 
dates. • The gitea uf Trinity college were 
closed and the students were not allowed 
to leave the college ^/rounds. The police 
were reinforced and conatantly paroUed 
the streets, .but the pardders were not in- 
terfered With. 

Latek — In Hnrnaoy division of Mid- 
dlesex Sir J McGarel Hogg, conservative, 
received 4,019 votes and Lord Kensington, 
liberal, 3,299 Li)rd Kensington is the 
ninth member of the Gladstone-' govurn- 
meut who has been dafoated at the polls. 
The totals thus far are liberals 198, con- 
servatives 17C, narlonaliatB S5. 

The Times, in a lending editorial this 
morning, advocates a coalition of the 
moderate liberals with .the turies as a 
measure which will thwart the designs of 
Paroell.

Since the ilestruction of Mr. Manann's 
furniture factory at Nanaimo by tire 
several weeks ago there has been a strong 
feeling among the residents of the black 
diamond city, aa it was almost certain thai 
some iniacreaiita had set the buildings on 
tire. A man named Charles D.muhue on 
Monday while under the influence of 
liquof boasted that he could give the 
names of the parties who had set firo to 
tlie premises, and would do s(! if ho was 
paid $1600. Thinking that ho might be 
induced to furiiiah more information 
on the matter, the police .irrested him 
and he is now in jail awaiting an examin- 
ation, which will bo held to-day before 
Mr. Plants, S. M. It is thought that 
such developments will be tnade as will 
implicate the parties who committed the 
criminally malicious act.

AUTUMN ASSIZiBS.

FIFTH DAY. 

Monday, Nov. 30. 
The hearing of the case against Mah 
Kee, charged with attempting to extort 
money by threats, lastedHntil midnight, 
when the jury returned a verdict of 
guilty. 

SIXTH DAY. 

Tuesday Deo. 1. 
Court opened at 10 a. m. 

FKLONIOUSI.V W01;M)IN0. 

NangSheYing and Chang Ah Hing, 
charged with having feloniously wounded 
one Wong She Lap by stabbing him with 

a knife, in September last. 

Dr. Taylor doacribod the nature of the 
wound received by Wong She Lap. Thorn 
had been two strokes; the knife had been 
puahed out and then in again, having 
been thrust in pointing upwards. After 
this it hod been drawn out and thrust in 
again, still upwards. The knife produced 
might have inflicted such a wound. The 
position of the wound precluded prisoner 
having made it with hia own hand. Could 
not have inflicted the wound by falling 
with the knife in hia hand,a8 two wounda 
had been inflicted, and the knifo would 
have to bo drawn out and re inserted. 
The first wound struck tho voitobrio and 
then turned down 4^^ inches, than the 
knife had been withdrawn and again 
pushed in in the same opening, the latter 
time gla'ncing off a rib. 

Wong She Lap dopoaed to having, in 
company with the priaonera, travelled 
along the road leading to the Four-mile 
House when one of tho priaonera said tho 
wrong road had been taken, and together 
tho three retraced their atepa until they 
oiimo where there wore many trooa on a 
narrow road branching from tho broader 
one. Returning again, when about half 
way back to the broader road witness, 
who was walking ahead, was suddonly 
stabbed from behind by the two priaonera. 
He then fell upon his face whereupon 
both priaonera tried to got tho money in 
hia belt. Ho managed to get up and 
just when doing so turned round struck 
at Chang Ah Hing with tho knifo which 
ho bad abatraoted from the wound. Ho 
then ran away pursued by the two prison- 
ers. Gang She Ying came from Portland 
with mo and know that I had money. Tho 
purse which they took away ' contained 
§1300 — partly in gold, partly in liotea. 
Some further evidence aa to how tho wit- 
11083 procured the money waa also giVen. 

The prisoners then oaoli made a state- 
ment to the elfeot that the prosecutor fell 
upon the knife himself when he put it be- 
hind hia buck to hide it. 

The court suiniiied up, calling p:irtic- 
ular attention to the diaimctiua between 
wounding with intent to kill, and wound- 
ing morely with intent to inflict aorioua 
bodily harm, andho thought ithadnotbeen 
clearly proved that i^uraer was in their 
midds, but if jury had a doubt on this 
point they could find him guilty on the 
lesser count. 

The jury returned in a few minutes 
with tt verdict of guilty on tho second 
count. 

Court adjourned from 1pm. until 2 
p, m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

(li.iforo Sir 11. li. Ik'^'lik', C. J.) 

Eli LsOlaire, charged with having un- 
lawfully wounded one Ah Loy with intent 
to do him grievous bodijy harm, pleaded 
not guilty. 

Mr. Mills for the defence. 
Tho deputy attorney general, in open- 
ing tiio CISC, said that prisoner and a 
young man named Marwick overtook three 
Chinese a littlo distance this side of tho 
Four- mile house. Who were the first as- 
sailants would have to be decided by evi- 
dence, but it would be proved that the 
means they took to avenge a real or sup- 
posed insult was far beyond the ordinary 
demand of tho case. Ho would firnt call 
Dr. Helnicken to teatify to the injuries 
the Chinaman Ah Loy had received. 

Dr. J. D. Helmcken deposed that on 
the evening of the 15th of Juno he waa 
called aa jail surgeon to examine two Chi- 
nese. One (Ah Loy) had several contu- 
aionu and two contused wounda (witness 
detailed tlio distinction). The broken 
stick produced might have cauaed con- 
tused wounds like tluiae which Ah Loy 
had experienood. Nono of tho wounds 
of Ah Loy were dangerous to lifq and all 
tho injurioa oicepting the blow on the 
back might have been caused by a closed 
fiat. The contuaion on the back was cer- 
tainly caused by a blow from a stick. 
- Dt. Milne depoaod ho had examined 
Ah Loy; found a contuaion behind the 
right ear; miKht have been caused by a 
'olow from a boot, fist or stick Other 
particulara of the wounds aa given by tho 
previotia witness were described. 

Ah Loy, sworn — I know the prisoner 
by sight; there were two of them; tliree 
cjf we Chinese wero walking on the road. 
The prisoner and another white man ap- 
proached us as if trying to run over ua. 
Aa we walked along we saw the white men 
returning, who alighied and, taking away 
away our pulea, beat us till I fell down. 
This waa on a Sunday in June, I waa 
struck behind the right ear, which is no j 
longer useful to me. Tho other man was j 
the one who struck mo. (To iMr. Walls) j 
A white boy witnessed the assiiult. I 
will swear the boyjin court now (Eraser) w.xs 
the one. Tho prisoner struck the two 
Chinese who wero with me, using a pole. 

Stanley Fraser, a lad of 13, dtpusod; 
I know the last, witness, and also tho pris- 
oner. On tho occasion in question I saw 
two white lueti with a buggy; one China- 
man, Ab Luy, was lying face downwards 
in the road. One of the two men was 
named Marwick; I could not swear that 
prisoner was one of tho party; I did not 
aee a blow struck; I did not aeo any blood 
until the Chinaiuau who w,aa lying down 
on the blankets spat i>ll over tho poles. 

Harry Parker (agod 12), deposed to 
having seen a Chinainan fall, thou,<ht from 
tho blow fron: a stone, because ho heard 
stones rattling in tho bush. Could not 
identify white men or Chinese] saw no 
blows ,itruok with sticks. 

Alice Parker was the next witness. She 
romenibered oii a Sunday in Jun6 seeing 
two young men driving very rdckleaaly up 
tho Craigtlower road. They tried to run 
over tho aatno Chinaman who got into tho 
ditch; I could not identify priaotier as 
on^ of the men; (to Mr. Walls) there 
wore not many baggies passing that day. 

Minnie.Parker also gave evidence prac- 
tically to tho same effect. 

Ah V/ing, Bworn, stated that in .Tunc 
laal ho waa walking into town with Ah 
Loy and another Chineaa when they were 
cvertaken by two white men it) a buggy, 
who, after trying to run over them, re- 
turned anc} began atriking thom all, him- 
goU 80 aoverely that ho becan^o uncon- 
aciuus; positively identified tho prisoner 
S3 the man who struck anything; the men 
t)3ed the polos. 

The statoinont of the prisoner tpade in 
the police court was not admittedj. there 
being no actual proof that he"had been 
cautioned before making it. ' 

Mr.''\ya)lB . laid the outaid^.notliiDg 



had been proved beyond a common as- 
sault, and orcopt in the case of one wit- 
nesB£ who was contradicted on one of the 
rao'sfmaterial points, no direct statement 
that tho prisoner had participated in the 
assault. 

His lordship said that an ajsault on Ah 
Loy was committed waa perfectly clear. It 
was admitted that tho prisoner was preaent, 
and from tho fact of hia not having 
rendered aaaiatance when sufKciently near 
to do so he became a principal without 
actual proof of his having shared in tho 
assault. The assault was a indden and 
not a very serious affair, and there was no 
evidence of preconceived intent. He 
would suggest to the jury that they tind 
a verdict of common assault. 

Jury retired at 4:16 p.m. 

U.N'L.VWFirLLY WOTJNDINa. 

Ah Moon, charged with having felon- 
iously wounded David Jones by stabbing 
him with a knife, in April last. 

David Joues— In April last went late 
into the dining room of the Oosmoplitan 
Hotel and asked the cook for supper; tho 
latter started growling and calleil him an 
abuaivo name; witness caught hold of 
prisohor and hold him back over the table, 
whereupon prisoner stabbed him with a 
knife: witness then struck him several 
times with bis fist. - 

Dr. Praeger was called (as to the nature 
of tho wound) and John Berryman, the. 
hotel proprietor, and the policeman who 
arrealed the prisoner. 

Mr T.iylor (Kberts & Taylor) for the 
prisoner c:f.pl,iiiied that he did not pro- 
pose to duny that the prisoner struck 
Jones with the knife, but would put a 
witness in the box to prove that it was 
done in self-defence. 

Anuthor Chiniuiian, who was cook in 
tho sii.nie hotel, testified to this ofi'eot. , 

INlr. Taylor said there waa no reason to 
doubt ihe evidence of the last witness, 
and hia statement wont to show that what 
prisoner did waa in self-defence^ He was 
aware there was a feeling againat Ohinoao 
in thia [.'rovinre, and for thia very reason 
ahould tho jury be doubly careful in ar- 
riving at a deciaion and accord tho 
prisoner the same patient hearing, tho 
asms equal juatico that ahould be meted 
toothers. If the jury thoughtpriaonerhad 
merely waved the knife without intention 
and accidentally inllicted the wound it 
would not bo an assault. 

The judge having aummed up tho j iry 
retired; returning shortly with u verdict 
of guilty of unlawfully wounding' with- 
out intent to do grievoua bodily harm. 

Court adjourned till 7 p.m. 

EVENING SESSION. 

At 7:45 p. m. the jury empanelled on 
the LoClaire caae returned into court with 
ft verdict of. "We find the prisoner not 
guilty of the offence as charged." 

Chief Justice (to foreman) — Are you 
quite sure of your verdict ? 

Foreman — -Yea, my lord. 

0. J. — You know what you are sworn 
to ? 

Foreman —Yes. Wc are Bworh to well 
and truly try, etc. 

C. J. (in a loud voice)— You are sworn 
to give a true verdict according to the 

evidence. Now, dooa not every man uf 
you know in his aoul that that ia nof a 
true verdict ? You cannot — nor can a 
man among you — hold up your hand to 
tho Deity and say upon your conscience 
that that is a true verdict. Do you not 
see in what'a position you have placed 
yourselves? You have unrebutted evi- 
dence before you that tho prisoner waa 
preaent and committed an assault— -unless 
you doubt the medical evidence that an 
assault was committod, and unless you 
think tho Chinamen perjured themaelves, 
-You have brought in a verdict which not 
one of you can say is in accordance with 
his conscience. 

Foreman — We admit that the pilsoner 
waa present, but tho indictment charges 
him with the assault. We alao admit that 
thorn was an assault, but we areperfpctly 
snlisfied in our consciences that'tbere 'is no 
evidence to prove that the prisoner assist- 
ed in it. 

His lordship— Well, Heaven help you I 

Willis Bond, who waa one of tho jury- 
men, here rose and aaid: "My lord, I 
cannot, I really cannot .5<iii<i/i/ ray con- 
science by saying that a common assault 
waa not committed by the prisoner. I 
really cannot say so." 

C. J. — I cannot take the verdict _of 
eleven of you. You must again retire 
and reconsider your verdict. I shall wait 
hero half an hour. 

At 9 o'clock the jury were still unable 
to agree and court adjourned until 11 
p. ra. 

At 11:10 o'clock the jury again; oamo 
into court and said they could not agree — 
standing 11 to 1. 

The chief justice asked if they thought 
they could agree if they were locked up 
all night. 

The foremi^n said "No," not if they 
were, looked up for a month, 

The Chief Justice— Then I shall dia- 
chargo you. 

Mr. Walla aaid a verdict of "not 
guilty" had been rendered, and ahould 
have been recorded. 

His lordship said the point might bo 
discussed later, and liberated the prisoner 
on bonds furnished by Ciipt. R, E. 
Green.

Serious Results if (he Lijic is 
Not Oitcraleii.

The aeriousnoss of tho railway (luestiun 
ia the main topic among business iiR-n un. 
the streets, and the aspect of afl'.iir.s ia 
such aa to cauao grave appreliensinn. In 
conversation with several wholesale moii 
yesterday it waa learned that in no case 
were the interior merchants carrying 
other than amall atockn, nieruly aullicient 
for preaent wants, ordering from «oi.'k 
to week aa the deinund reijuiri'd. 
Tho ratea had been so high riurint; the 
paat aummer for railway fruighta Ihut 
everyone was holding buck until the gdv- 
ornment or syndicate usaunii'd coiitr il of 
the road, in the hope that clieapur freight 
ratea would prevail. The thought that 
when railway construction was comp'eted 
there would be a 

RU«TEKSION OP THAI."? SEllVIUR 
was never entertained, mid considering 
the fact that construction was hurried for- 
ward to a fitiiah, that groiiL tiilk was iiiadu 
at ita concUiaion of tiie beiislitLi t hut w<iuld 
accrue to this province aa an immediate 
result, the abandonment of tho line to 
the elements seems an absurd and idiotic 
policy on the part of both government 
and syndicate, and will no duubl be taken 
advantage of by ihe onterpriaing Ameri- 
can competitor, the Northern Pacific. It 
ia probably a foreouat of tho inconsiderate 
treatment that will bo given this province 
by the railway monopoly. 

To the interior inhabitants the closing 
of the line is a very serious one. With- 
out supplies for tho winter, and 

WITHOUT ANY li'AI.'II.ITIH.S 

for securing thein other than by (he rail- 
way line it will moaiT great hardship, pri- 
vation and financial loss. A weekly train 
service would meet every requirement, 
and the fact that there ia every facility at 
hand to give that aorvico should iiidiicu 
tho Ottawa governnicnt to grant il, though 
it might entail aoiiio slight loss. The 
mails havo to be carried in any event, and 
there would perhaps be suQicieut freight 
handled'to make tho line pay. One train 
per week aa far aa Sponce's Bridge, if it 
could bo given, would sottio llm dilliculty, 
for tho wagon road to all oilier puinta ia 
in splendid condition. 

While interior merchaiita and ciii.^cns 
would generally sutler thoae wh(.> would 
feel the loss of service most would bo the 
stock-raisers and especially the smaller 
ones. There are

of beef cattlo in tho city at preaent, and j 
the butchers here have thoir Chriatin.is ; 
cattle on the way, but under the present i 
circumatancea they will be uiiablo to so- j 
euro them at any rate for weeks to cmiie, j 
if nt all. The Fniser river ia liable to 
freeze up any day, closing navigation, and 
this would also mean that tliu wa^'ou road 
between Lytton and^ Yale would bo onoj 
floor of glare ice, over which it would be 1 
itnposaible to drive stock. If tho weather 
continues open it will be possible tu drive 
stock over tho road to iinpc, Hwiin Ihe 
river there, and then over iho mcuntaitia 
to Chilliwhack and down to New SVeet- 
minater, but tho cattle would bo in very 
poor condition on thoir arrival hero, and 
there is onlyac'oommodation for a limited 
number of head. There is 

BUT Till! ,mi:ui;mt ciia.nck 
of thia route being practicablt-, and it de- 
pends altogether un the favorable state of 
the weather, a snow-storm on the nioun-' 
tains meaning disaster to a drove of cat- 
tle. However, tho beef difficulty could 
bo settled by [irociiring aupplios fnini 
Washinuton Turritory, which would liiLo 
from 8100,000 to 8150,000 from the 
province during tho winter months. From 
S25,000 to §30,000 worth of cattlo are 
brought from the stock ranges to the 
coast monthly. This represents over o60 
head, and the freight at So por head, ia 
over 8'3,500. Small stOck-r,u.sera who 
havo already sold their cattle for delivery 
will aufl'or great loss by their inability to 
get slock to iiiarkot. Not having an- 
ticipated any such obstacle no winter feed 
has been prepared for cattlo sold, and 
should heavy snow prevail, tho

It will thus be seen that the closing of j 
the railway Mine will seriously affect the 
interests of the whole province, and if the 
unreaaonable move ia pi'r.sisted in will 
cause the country to losea large aniuuntof 
money, and gain for tho Cuiadinn Pacific 
railway the enmily of every cilizau 
of tho province, whiie , abroad it 
must seriously affect thoir sUndiiig. It, 
is well known that the running of the 
through trains was chielly to bi'later up 
their iinaiici-il ht:iiHling, but the iiublicity 
of the road's abandonment for the winter 
months will give the impression that for 
that portion of the year the line ia of such 
an Arotio nature that it ia inifo.sible !o 
run it, whereas it cm b-,- npenuud on llie 
Onderdonk contract, at moderate cost. 
The operation would enablia ..the govern- 
ment to keep it in such re',)nir that there 
would

from the syndicate for more extras to 
place the road in proper condition. 

There is such an uncertainly as to ivhat 
the situation really is that no tfforia m o 
being made to provide facilitip8_or ship 
goods. • It should hrf deoiSod at once, and 
tho people of tho province aa a body pro- 
test against the unreasonable mid absurd 
action of the government. No notice haa 
been given that thp roi)d would be closed, 
or the twvi thretUoned danger could havo 
been partly averted. 

The hoard of-trade and Dominion mem-, 
bers are movipg in the mattyr, and it ia 
still hoped that the Dominion autlioritioa,

Mr. Taylor (Kberts & Tayhjr) applied 
before tho chief ju.itice yusle:'day, upon 
an affidavit fur an extension of tho bail of 
Robert Marwick who had been bound 
over in two sureties to appear at the pres- 
ent assizes. 

Tho judge, in ordering it be estreated 
aaid: "It ia one of tho calaniitiea of 
crime that the punishment it brings very 
often does not fall upon tho criminal him- 
self, but upon those who aro nearest and 
dearest to him. Bailors have the same 
right over an enlarged prisoner .as the 
police have, and if the former chonae to 
lot priaonera go at large they must take 
iho conscqiieiicea. The object of holding 
a court of juatico is not tliat bail may bo 
estreat od but that criminals may bo 
brought to justice. It ia only in cases 
of exigency, such as where a man is ship- 
wrecked while hastening to redeem his 
bail or has been aeizod by serious illneas. 
A man who is a criminal ia generally a 
rascal, and if he deceives in one inatanco 
ho will in another." 

M Justice Gray ubsi-rvi^d ycr.torday, in 
speaking with regard to a person charged 
with a criminal otrence being in ISngliah 
law denied the right of giving testimony 
in hia own behalf : "1 think that every 
man accu.^ud of criniemi^'li t. to li;' pormittod 
to tell his atory on nathj that if he chooa- 
ea to stand hia cross t'xamiiiation his evi - 
donco should bo heard. 1 think the law 
ia entirely wrong; but I am here to ad- 
minister it, and not to make it."

Dcsti'?ictiOM of mfiulila. 

London, Nov. 20.— News has been 
received liere of the destruction of

in silencing the fort. Muihla is a town 
of about 5,000 inhabitants, conunand- 
ing the larawaddy river, up which the 
English are proceeding against i\iQnda- 
luy. A fort of modern construction and 
scientific design occupied a good posi- 
tion, and its well formed earthworks 
were strongly mounted; but they were 
badly manned, and were quickly silenc- 
ed by the British mem of-war. Above 
Minbla the rivtr widens to four miles, 
b'ut' becomes bo shallow as to make 
navigation dangerous, except to the 
mest e.xperienced pilots, bnt the only 
serious obstacle to the British advance 
was the Minliia forts, and that obstacle 
has been removed.
